Pittsburg, May 13.— The second dis­ 
astrous w iud, rain and electrical storm

Washington, May 13.— The federal 
industrial relations committee has pre­ 
pared a tentative draft of a bill for 
submission to congress creating a na­ 
tional board of mediation and concilia­ 
tion to prevent strikes and lockouts 
that may involve the federal govern­ 
ment. 
The measure provides strictly 
for 
voluntary conciliation 
and 
ex­ 
pressly denies to the board any com­ 
pulsory powers of arbitration or pro­ 
hibition of strikes or lockouts. In this 
respect it avoids all conflict over any 
question of state or interstate juris­ 
diction.
